PRINCETON, Ky., June 1.—Wal- 
ter Merrick, 40-year-old Negro 
worker, was taken out of the jail 
here and lynghed today. The lynch- 
ing was carried out by masked 
business men riding in ser te 
looking automobiles. 


In its decision upholding the ap- 
tll of the International Labor Do- 
tere attorneys for a review of the 
nN sentences against seven of the 
nine innocent Scotsboro Negro boys, 
the U. S. Supreme Court has set Oc- 
tober 10 for oral argument in the 
case. 

The decision of the court automat- 
itally stays the legal massacre of the 
seven boys which had been set for 
June 24. It represents a tremendous 
partial victory for the revolutionary 
working class. It is the third time 
that the mass fight for the release 
of the boys, backing up the defense 
in the lynch courts, has stayed the 
bloody hands of the ruling class 
lynchers. 

Lynch Threats Followed Arrest.

Delegates to Report. 

While the two principal candidates 
begin their swing around the coun- 
try, there are 1,200 more .spokesmen 
for the Communist election platform 
principles who are just. getting into 
action. These are the delegates from 
all kinds of workers’ mass organiza- 
tions who

There are innumerable 
open formus, street meetings, hall 
meetings, factory g. 2 meetings, etc., 
planr-d, during the coming months. 
Certain city and county elections are 
already taking place, showing in each 
case multiplication of the Commun- 
ist vote over that obtained in 1928.

Workers Defeat At- 
tempt to Jim-Crow 
Negro 


NEW YORK —Militant action by 
a delegation of eight white and Ne- 
gro workers yesterday defeated the 
attempt of the landlord of 55 West 
llth Street to discriminate against 
a Negro worker calling at that ad- 
dress. 

When Juanita Lewis called to visit 
a friend living in that house, she 
was informed by the landlord that 
she could not use the passenger ele- 
vator but must use the freight ele- 
vator where garbage and freight were 
being hauled. 

The discrimination was reported to 
the League of Struggle for Negro 
Rights, and a delegation of eight 
workers forced the management to 
have the worker taken up in the pas- 
sénger elevator. 

This militant action of white and 
Negro workers is in sharp contrast 
to the recent servile decision of the 
bourgeois Négro judge, Judge Toney, 
who upheld discrimination against 
Negro workers by the landlords of 
apartment ‘houses.

CHICAGO RELIEF 
STATIONS TO BE 
CLOSED JUNE 5 


Condemn Workers to 
Starvation; Flop 
Houses Closing

CHICAGO, Il. — The Governor 
Emmerson Emergency Relief Com- 
mission has anounced that after June 
Sth it will close down its 36 sta- 
tions in Chicago and 10 in the sub- 
urbs of Cook County, that will stop 
all family relief, which means that 
111,136 families who received mis- 
erable relief, averaging $2138 a 
month, is stopped. According to a 
statement of the Relief Commission 
it means that 460,000 men, Women 
and children. who were receiving 
miserable relief, are condemned to

Spanish Police Fire 
On Strikers to Halt 
Spread of Movement 


The general strike covering Spain 
in answer to the employers’ demands 
for worsening of the conditions of 
the workers still is paralyzing the 
country. 

The socialist-republican police is 
continuing its work in the interests 
of “peace and democracy” by shoot- 
ing down strikers. In Malaga four 
persons were seriously wounded in a 
fight between the police and armed 
workers. 

At Ceuta strikers smashed into 
stores and took whatever food they 
needed.

Attorney General Knight, of Ala- 
bama, who promised the Alabama 
ruling class to carry thrdugh the le- 
gal lynchings on June 24, argued 
against a review of the lynch ver- 
dicts. He attempted to evade the 
issue of the barring of Negroes from 
the jury with the statement that the 
fact that no Negroes were drawn for 
the jury did not prove that no Ne- 
groes’ names were in the jury box. 
This, in the face of the admitted 
policy of the lynch courts in exclud- 
ing Negroes from the jury. 

Seven Boys Facing Death. 

The seven boys legal lynching was 
set for June 24 are: Andy Wright, 
Roy Patterson, Willie Robertson, Olen 
Montgomery, Clarence Norris, Charlie 
Weems and Ozie Powell. Two other 
boys, Rey Wright and Eugene Wil- 
liams are awaiting new irials. In 
the case of Roy Wright, the jury dis- 
agreed in the original mock trials at 
Scottsboro, one or two favoring life 
im t, the others standing 
out for electrocution. In the case of 
Eugene Williams, the I. L. D. attor- 
neys forced the Alabama Supreme 
Court to admit the “illegality” of his 
trial. He was remanded for trial in 
the Juvenile Court. 

The Negro and white workers must 
continue the fight for the uncondi- 
tional release of the Scottsboro boys.

Alexander, Negro Delegate, New York 

J am surely convinced that here 
we have a program on the basis of 
which we can really develop a strug- 
gle, bringing large masses of the 
American working class, both Negro 
and white, to a consciousness of the 
problems which confront them. 


“I think, however, that there are 
a few additions which we should 
make, particularly dealing with the 
Negro question. I believe it is in- 
sufficient to state merely “equal 
rights for Negroes and self-determin- 
ation for the Black Belt.” In most 
cases, you will find that this lang- 
uage is not very clear, is not very 
plain to many masses of Negro work- 
ers whom we will reach in the course 
of the campaign. I would propose, 
for instance, that we have an elabo- 
ration apart from the plank which 
I have read in the body of the plat- 
form as a whole. For instance, in 
the second paragraph it states that 
12,000,000 workers are out of work. 
I think it is possible for us to get 
an estimate of the number of Negro 
workers unemployed and state 12,- 
000,000 workers, 2 or 3,000,000 of these 
are Negro workers. Here we would 
actually bring into concrete figures 
the proportion of Negro workers out 
of work, bring to the realisation of 
the Negro workers the serious prob- 
lem of unemployment which con- 
fronts them throughout the United 
States. Secondly, I think that the 
platform does not deal very firmly 
with the position. of the Socialist 
Party toward the Negro question in 
the U. S. 


“I think the platfrom is also in- 
sufficient on the question of the pol- 
icy of the Negro misleaders towards 
the strugglés of the Negro masses 
in the United States. We have to 
take into consideration that only a 
few months ago Oscar DePriest, the 
Negro Congressman held a confer- 
ence in Washington in which he 
called upon the Negro people to or- 
gahize a Negro Party and called 
upon all Negroes in the U. 8 to sup- 
port this so-called Negro Party. Re- 
cently at the NAACP. Convention 
there we had a very firm example 
of the whole line of the Negro mis- 
leaders. 

„It is also my opinion that the 
platform shal also include some réf- 
erences dealing with the Negro poor 
farmers in the South together of 
course with the white farmers.

Thousands Enroute to 
Demonstrate June 8 
in Washington 


WASHINGTON, D. C. June 1 
The first contingent of veterans which 
arrived here Sunday are now virtual- 
ly under arrest. ‘The veterans are 
held in two empty buildings by the 
Washington police and their self-ap- 
pointed fascist leader, W. W. Waters, 
a west coast businessman and agent 
of the bonus ehemies. 

The Provisional Bonus March Com- 
mittee and representatives of the 
Workers ExServicemen's League ex- 
posed Waters yesterday as a police 
tool who with Chief of Police Glags- 
ford was trying to split the united 
front of the vets and thus defeat their 
demands. The March Committee 
called on the veterans o elect a 
rank and file committee to lead them 
and to oust the police agents from 
their ranks and join in the united 
front demonstration here June sSth 
for immediate cash payment of the 
bonus. 


In spite of official Washington’s 
repeated attempts to halt the march, 
veterans’ delegations are now march- 
ing from all sections. of the country 
under the leadership of the Provi- 
sional Bonus March Committee. 

300 March from Cincinnati 

A mass delegation of over 300 un- 
der the leadership of the Workers 
Ex-Servicemen's League marched 
from Oincinnati May 30 and are ex- 
pected to arrive in Washington to- 
hight or tomorrow morning. Delega- 
tions from Terre Heute, St. Louis, 
Indianapolis and points west are en 
route to the capitol.

“An emergency has developed 
which is my duty to lay before the 
Senate,” Hoover declared adding 
that “The continued downward trend 
in the economic life of the country 
has been particularly accelerated.” 

Call for More Taxes. 

The “great engineer” suggested 
that the budget be balanced through 
drastic reduction of. expenditure and 
through the adoption of an ade- 
quate revenue bill capable of coping 
with the “degeneration in the eco- 
nomic life.” In other words he 
called for new and more drastic taxes. 
. „„It we are to have the absolute 
assurance of the needed income with 
breath of base which would make 
a cértainty of the collections, we 
must face additional taxes to those 
now proposed * 

Hoover stressed the “necessity of 
belancing the budget, he said because 
of the “exaggerated fears” existing in 
foreign countries in regard to the eco- 
nomic “stability” of America. Behind 
this refernce was his own anxiety, as 
chief executive of the American bour- 
geoisie over the run on the dollar 
which stands at a serious discount in 
the markets of the world for the first 
time in half a century,” he said. 

The “necessity” of balancing the 
budget so much emphasized by Hoover 
appears therefore as being dictated by 
the imperialist policy of the U. 8. bent 
upon reacting to the blows being de- 
livered on the dollar by the finance 
oligerchy of France in order to un- 
dermine the position of the U. 8. A. 
in the international arena. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the financial crisis, of which the 
budget deficit is a result, is the strug- 
gle of the financial oligarchies of 
the most powerful nations among 
themselves. And in the course of this 
struggle France directs her blows 
against the U. 8. A. especially in 
view of the impending imperialist 
war against the Soviet Union, in 
‘which the U. 8. A. cannot play @ 
jeading part unless she is able to 
counteract these blows by rendering 
her economy somewhat invulnerable. 

Naturally enough the American 
Capitalist olass does not want to 
bear the cost of this financial battle 
against its rivals. The American 
capitalist class wants to assure 
America a leading part in the prep- 
aration for war against the Soviet 
Union through a comparative con- 
solidation of its financial position— 
which however does not mean an 
economic “recovery”, but does not 
want to make any sacrifice. 

That’s the reason why the balanc- 
ing of the budget is being carried 
out by adopting a revenue bill which 
implies more drastic taxes on the 
American masses. The senate re- 
jected—it is true—Hoover’s plan to 
incorporate in the revenue bill a 
but that does not mean that the-p-n 
general manufacturers’ exise tax; 
but that does not mean that the fis- 
cal measures of the bill as passed 
by the senate are less heavy. 

The senate bill calls for a general 
increase of the taxes already estab- 
lished in the house bill—and these 
were already much higher than those 
previously existing. Furthermore it 
calls for new exise taxes on commo- 
dities of general consumption, as a 
tax of 2 per cent on chewing gum, 
A tax on gasoline beside the tax of 
3 per cent om automobiles and 2 per 
cent on trucks and automobile ac- 
cessories, a tax of 3 per cent on dis- 
stribution of electricity for home 
consumption, etc.

OF BIG SCRAP IRON

purchases of 100,000 tons of scrap 
iron in the United States and Can- 
ada is contained in the Spokane 
Daily Chronicle of May 23.

TORMAN THOMAS, as one of the editors of 
the Nation, Knows that Hoover, whom he 
cays “desires peace,” wrote as long ago as April, 
1924, to Congressman McSwain, during a session 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs, his 
proposals for war-time organization, including 
the following detailed proposal for a dictator- 
ship: 

f „„ .. a blanket authority for the president to 
fix prices, wages, transportation charges, com- 
pensation, embargoes on imports and exports, to 
exerc’se war powers of requisition under circum- 
stances that 75 per cent of the estimated value 


may be paid and the balance be determined by 


the cours in case of disagreement, suspend 
habez; corpus and generally complete an abso- 


lute authority over all ramifications of civilian 


life with the provision that he may delegate 
these authorities. ...” (Our emphasis.) 

For “civilian” read “workers” and we have a 
splendid picture of the president who so “desires 
peace” so evidently according to Norman Thomas 
—but impotently“—that eight years ago when 
secretzry of the Department of Commerce he had 
worked. out the war measures that are now be- 
ginning to be put into effect—quietly, of course, 
80 as not to alarm the masses or embarrass his 
Sécialist Party friends. 

Norman Thomas and the Socialist Party do 
not call upon the workers to organize- militant 
struggles against the Japanese secret agents, 
their diplomatic, trade and military representa- 
tives and demand their expulsion. He does not 
advocste the stoppage by workers of all war 
munitions and other goods to Japan. This would 
lead to war, according to the Socialist Party. 
Of Course Japan is making war upon the Chinese 
peopic, but that is none of “our” business. 

But the Socialist Party in its convention reso- 
lution on the attitude toward the Soviet Union 
in one breath “calls on workers to be on guard 
against capitalist attacks“ upon it, and in the 
preceding breath once more “emphatically” urges 
“the release of political prisoners and the res- 
toration of civil liberties in Russia.” 

‘For the masses the Socialist Party changes its 
words about the danger of war upon the Soviet 
Utiion because workers will not support a war 
on the Soviet Union. For its capitalist masters 
it fBlterates the slander of the enslavement and 
imprisonment of workers and denial of “civil 
liberties” to the working class, in an attempt to 
utilize democratic fusions still existing among 
workers and thereby weaken their struggle 
against war upon the Soviet Union. 

Tt us quote Lenin briefly in his exposure of 

Kautsky on this same issue: 

the Soviets are the direct organization 

of the laboring and exploited masses themselves, 
wr enable them to organize and to admin- 
istér the state by their own efforts in their own 
manner . . . The Soviet system automatically 
tates the rallying of all those who work and 

are exploited around their advance guard, the 
preletariat. The old bourgeois apparatus, the

alism existing in the District from the District 
leadership to the Section leadership. This im- 
plies that there is 75 per cent burocracy in the 
Section and there is 25 per cent in the District. 
This is a wrong mechanical approach of the 
problem and is a barrier in solving the problem. 


It is undeniable that the leadership in the 
Sections is removed from mass work. This situ- 
ation is mainly due to the fact that on one 
hand not enough attention was paid by the 
higher organs of the Party to develop the sec- 
tion leadership and on the other hand that 
the above mentioned circuldr letter leadership 
was practiced. 


Hardly a week passed during the past period 
that the section leadership did not receive in- 
structions from above to organize either a con- 
ference or a demonstration, giving 2, 3 or a 
maximum of 4 weeks to prepare the conference 
or the demonstration. These instructions were 
carried out mechanically from time to time 
without any efforts to apply new methods of 
approach. We always appealed to the same 
categories of workers without trying to penetrate 
new strata: of workers. 

In order to overcame the isolation of the sec- 
tion leadership from the masses and from mass 
work the continuous flow of paper instructions 
from above must stop. Time and opportunity 
must be given to the Section Committees to 
develop struggles in their own territories on the 
basis of local issues. The simultaneous effect 
that will be brought about by the stopping of 
these paper instructions and t > starting of 
struggles in the sections on the basis of local 
issues, on the basis of the immediate demands 


of the workers, will bring about the first step
